Early tonight it was announced 
that the submarine 8-9 also had 
been ordered from New London to 
aid in the rescue work.

Hearst has admitted on the wit- 
ness stand that when he published 
these charges he did not believe the 
Senators had received a cent, and 
for that reason deleted their names 
from the published “documents,” 
but that he expected through their 
publication to bring on a congres- 
sional investigation, which would 
result in the disclosure of the 
names, thus relieving him of the 
responsibility—-moral and legal. 

To Produce Telegraph Records. 

The telegraph officers were of 
the opinion that if any such sums 
of money were transmitted, the 
company would retain a record of 
it, even though the telegrams of 
transmittal had been destroyed. 
They promised to bring their books 
next weck. They also believed that 
office employes would have an in- 
dependent recollection of the 
transmittai of such a sum as $1.- 
200,000 and promised to inquire.

Treaty With Japan Lllegal. 

One of the things which they 
puport to show is that the Mex- 
ican Government entered 
secret treaty with 
assorted that President Calles dic- 
tated to a clerk a memorandum of 
what he desired the treaty to pro- 
vide, and sent this memorandum to 
the Foregin Office.

Would he allow such a 
memorandum to be preserved in 
the files. 


Leaving the well Known fact 
that eecret treaties never are sub- 
mitted to parliamentary bodies 
for ratification for the obvious rea- 
son they would not long remain 
secret, it is interesting to con- 
sider the probable consequences 
of such an_action. The Mexican 
Chamber jis composed of several 
hundred deputies, of all factions 
some of them bitterly hostile to 
the administration. 

Is it likely that such a secret 
would have been kept inviolate un- 
til exposed by the Hearst papers 
months afterwards? 

Then the Japanese side. First, 
the Japanese Government. has de- 
nied that such a treaty ever exist- 
ed or was even suggested. In the 
second place, would Japan, for the 
sake of an alliance with a weak 
Nation like Mexico, run the risk of 
bitterly antagonizing the United 
States, with whom, of all Nations, 
it is most eager to maintain friend- 
ly relations”? ;

It has also been pointed 
out that certain ‘“‘vouchers” in- 
cluded among them are signed with 
the names of officials who had no 
authority to sign such vouchers 
The only functionary invested with 
the power was Alberto Pani, then 
Secretary of the Treasury, now 
Minister to France. In addition 
to identifying this discrepancy.

Henry Ronsiek of Florissant, who 
claims he was wrongfully convicted 
of participation in the $17,000 rob- 
bery of the First National Bank at 
Highland, Ill., July 29, 1924, will 
be released in a few days from the 
Chester (Ill.) penitentiary, his sen- 
tence of 10° years to life having 
been commuted to three years—the 
time already served. 

Six men committed the robbery. 
Ronsiek and two other men went 
on trial in November, 1924. The 
tv others were acquitted on ali- 
bis which were’ to the effect that 
they were in jail at the time of the | 
robbery. MRonsiek’s alibi that he, 
was in Florissant at the time of | 
the robbery was discredited by the 
jury and he was convicted. One 
thing that doubtless weighed 
against Ronsiek was his failure to 
testify in his own defense. 

Met Real Robber in Prison. 

In the Southern Ilinois peniten- 
tiary at Chester Ronsiek became 
acquainted with Arthur Edgar, 
serving time for a robbery at Wa- 
terloo. Edgar asserted he was one 
of the Highland bank robbers and 
he made affidavit that Ronsiek had 
no part in that crime. 

Ronsiek had been identified - | 
one of the robbers by Earl Malan | 
and Florence Hoefele, cashier and 
bookkeeper, respectively, at the 
Highland bank. After they had 
viewed Ronsiek and Edgar together 
in prison, they noted a resemblance 
between the two men. At the re- 
quest of Ronsiek’s attorney, Paul 
A. Richards of St. Louis, the bank 
employes made affidavit that they 
were no longer certain in their 
identification of Ronsiek. 

The movement to get Ronsiek 
out of prison started a month after 
his conviction. Final arguments 
were made more than a year ago,

At the trial 
in December of that year he of- 
fered an alibi that he was driving a 
taxicab in St. Louis, but he was 
convicted and sentenced to 10 years 
to life.

MARION, Ill, Dec. 17.—Wil- 
liamson County authorities hit a 
s:ag in their efforts to complete 
the rout of the Birger gang  to- | 
night when a jury acquitted three 
members of the now scattered gang 
who wére charged with murder of 
their fellow gangster, Lyle Wor- 
sham. 

On the second ballot, the jury 
decided Harvey Dungy, Fred 
Thomasson and Joe Booher were 
not guilty. The verdict came in 
at 9:30 o’clock. The jurors re- 


ceived the case at 6 ‘clock after 
State’s Attorney Arlie Boswell had 
demanded hanging or acquittal. On 
the first ballot the jury stood 9 to 
3 for acquittal. 

Almost a year ago toa day 
Sheriff Coleman, néw in office, be- 
gan the roundup of the Birger clan 
by arresting a group of Charlie 
Birger’s younger followers in a Her- 
rin resort. In the first trial grow- 
ing out of the gang murders during 
Birger’s reign in Williamson 
County, Rado Millich and Eural 
Gowan were convicted of murder 
here last June and Millich paid 
with his life. ‘Then Birger him- 
self was convicted of murder of 
Mayor Joe Adams of West City at 
Benton. This was the third trial 
of Birger gangsters for murder, and 
the acquittal was the first. 

Dungy to Return to Prison. 

The acquittal, however. did not 
clear the slate for the trio. Dun- 
gy must go back to the peniten- 
tiary to finish serving a sentence 
of from 10 years to life for rob- 
bery.

from a moderate flood. 

“The section at the head of the fidodway 
will protect the land within the floodway 
levees against any flood up to one of the 
magnitude of the 1922 flood,” Jadwin con- 
tinued. “A flood of a magnitude between 
that of 1922 and 1927 will break it, turning 
the excess down the floodway, which will 
carry it safely to the backwater area at the 
mouth of the Red River. 

“Below the Red River, setbacks of the 
levees will be made at critical places in the 
main river to insure the better discharge of 
the flood waters, but the carrying capacity of

Mysterious Movie Moves 


Negotiations Going on for Consolidation of Cin- 
ema Houses of the West Which Would Take in 
Skouras Theaters Here—Loew’s Sees the Hand- 
Writing on the Wall and Will Put a Personality 
Plus Expert on Its Stage With a Band Next Week. 


By NIE. t 


OME sweeping changes and consolidations are soon to bé brought 

about in the motion picture world with St. Louis very much in- 

volved in the big deals. As told in these columns last week 
the changes being considered are largely affairs of business and 
bookkeeping and management. There is nothing about the affair 
of vital interest to the cash customers who care little who runs 
the cinema palaces so long as they are able to buy tickets to an 
at least promising looking show. °* 

The negotiations now under way, and partly completed, in- 
volve the absorbtion of the local theaters cf Skouras Brothers by 
the Wesco Theater Company, a Pacific Coast organization controll- . 
ing and operating several hundred houses in the far West. Wesco 
also plans to take in the Saxe Amusement enterprises in Wiston- 
sin, the Circle Theaters Company, centering in Indianapolis and hy 
Northwest Theater chain operated in Minneapolis. For several 
weeks this deal has been going on with the banking firm of Hay- 
den, Stone & Co. of New York taking part in the conferences which 
have been held in Milwaukee. It is reported that the Saxe chain 
cf houses has already gone into the consolidation with Wesco. 

This new middle western circuit, if formed, will be operated 
as a unit of Wesco forming one vast collection of show houses. 
The deal is said to have in view the placing of Spiros Skouras in 
charge of the Saxe circuit with his headquarters in Milwaukee. 

No one connected with the Skouras outfit here will discuss the 
deal and there are so many slip ups in motion picture business pro- 
posals that the negotiations may come to nothing at all, but there 
is every indication that the plan will go through this time. 

Incidentally the deal has progressed far enough to take Biil 
Goldman away from St. Louis and he is already established in an im- 
portant position with the theaters in Wisconsin. Goldman Was one 
of the movie pioneers here starting when the game was young with 
a tent show. Later he was managing director of the Missouri, gen- 
eral manager for the Paramount houses here and then associated 
with the Skouras organization.

Skouras and Loew here in St. Louis was looked upon as an as- 

sured fact until the death of Marcus Loew upset matters. Now 
the local Loew house, with an eye on the success of the form of 
entertainment furnished by Ed Lowry and Brooke Johns is going 
to follow in the footsteps of the Ambassador and Missouri and bury 
its picture under an enlarged stage show.

Last month suits 
against the Government aggregat- 
ing $2,000,000 by relatives of the 
33 men lost on the S-51 were dis- 
missed in Broo ‘lyn. 

Other Accidents.

NTO PUBLIC UTLITES 


Senator Walsh of Montana Of- 
fers Resolution to Determine 
Extent of Lobbying. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 
WASHINGTON, Dec. 17.—Sena- 
tor Walsh (Dem.) of Montana to- 
day introduced a resolution provid- 
ing for an investigation of public 
utility corporations. This is the 
same proposition, with a few im- 
portant changes, presented last 
February: it calls for a committee 
of five to make the inquiry, but has 
been amended to cover any propa~- 
ganda or lobby tuat may be active 
in Washington. 

The purpose of Senator Walsh is 
to “inquire into the growth of the 
capitalization of public utility car- 
porations supplying either elec- 
trical energy in the form.of power 
or light, or both, however pro- 
duced, or gas. natural or artificial.” 
He would pay specia! attention to 
corporations holding the stocks of 
such concerns, the methods of Is- 
suing and the price realized or 
value received for the various se- 
curity issues. 

Senator Walsh asked for the im- 
mediate consideration of his reso- 
lution, but Senator Moses (Rep.) of 
New Hampshire objected, and it 
went over, and will have to be 
taken up next week. 

The movement to go into the af- 
fairs of the alleged “Power Trust” 
has been forming for some time. 
Senator Walsh has devoted much 
thought and study to ft, 

One of the aims of Waleh its to 
reveal the activities of Samuel In- 
sull of Chicago and other large 
power development and public util- 
ity promoters. 

Walsh said that on various occa- 
sions he had tried to revive the 
concern once generally felt toward

N wooded country 
near this little West 
Virginia town there 
rises a group of new 
buildings that stand 
as a tribute to the 
faith of the women of 
America in the mem- 
bers of their own sex.

bars or walls, an institution unique ir

It is even a little unfair to speak 
of it as an institution, for the women 
who are responsible for its: inception 
desired to remove in so far as possible 
all the stigma which attaches to a pen- 
al institution. 

There are cottages instead of cells 
in this prison and the wire fence 
which runs around the extensive 
grounds surrounding the group of 
buildings was put there chiefly to ex- 
clude intruders. There are no guards. 
They are not necessary, the directors 
of the Institute will tell you. 


For many years it had been the cus- 
tom of the Federal Government to 
“farm out’ all its women prisoners to 
State and county institutions near 
where the crime for which they were 
sentenced was committed. These 
women who had violated the prohibi- 
tion law, had peddled narcotics, be- 
come involved under the Mann act or 
Otherwise violated Federal statutes 
were put in State and county jails and 
kept there until their semtences ex- 
pired, the Federal Government paying 
a fixed sum for their maintenance. 


Under this system they were thrown 
with hardened criminals of all classes. 
They swapped experiences and _ ex- 
changed notes on the various methods 
of their respective crafts, criminal! or 
otherwise, as they waited for the 
dreary tedium of one year, five years, 


or 10 years to end, confined, for the 
most part, in narrow cells. Often the 
conditions under which they were 


forced to live were very bad, for it was 
obviously impossible for the Govern- 
ment to supervise all these prisons. 


OMEN, when they began to 
W tae part in civic affairs. ob- 

served all this and they found 
the system very bad. As early as 1908, 
when Mrs. J. Ellen Foster was inspec- 
tor for the Department of Justice, 
prominent social workers protested to 
her. Mrs. Ellis A. Yost, director of 
the legislative department of the 
Women's Christian Temperance Union, 
led the move on behalf of the women 
Federal prisoners. The agitation con- 
tinued over a Tong period of years. 

In May, 1923, the General Federa- 
tion of Women's Clubs, meeting at At- 
lanta, Georgia, adopted a resolution 
favoring an industrial institution for 
these women and in the following Sep- 
tember a conference was called by Miss 
Julia K. Jaffray of the federation. 
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Twenty-one national organizations, 
including such diverse groups as the 
Daughters of the American Revolu- 
tion. the National Congress of Parent- 
Teachers’ Associations, the American 
Home Economics Association and the 
National Committees of the Democratic 
and Republican parties sent delegates 
to the meetings. They concluded by 
adopting a resolution calling for an in- 
stitution which would house 700 wom- 
en, with a woman for its superintend- 
ent, to be located near Washington. 


ONGRESS finally granted money, 
& a site near Alderson was chosen 
and in July this year the first 
buildings were completed and the first 
tenants brought to thfs new farm. 
For it is really a farm, a large farm 
with gardens and livestock and a great 
household of women. And it is dedi- 
cated to the belief of those who are 
responsible for its existence: That 
women can be trained most success- 
fully in the pursuits which they have 
always followed, housekeeping, sew- 
ing, the care of gardens and livestock 
—the creating of a home with all that 
implies. One of its principal aims, 
as outlined by

The fundamen- 
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degree for a study

lished her record as a social worker in 
New Jersey where she was responsible 
for certain noteworthy reforms. She 
came to Alderson to direct a highly 
trained staff of co-workers. 

Her “‘school”’ consists of 32 build- 
ings, located on 500 acres of rolling 
land in the Allegheny Mountains. They 
are red structures, trimmed in white 
and green, amply lighted by large win- 
dows and architecturally pleasing. But 
they will, as Dr. Harris points out, be 
much more attractive and blend more 
readily with their environment when 
vines, which already have been 
planted, spread over the walls. Flowers 
and shrubbery will give the prison the 
appearance of a country estate. 

The cottages in which the women 
live are in reality apartment houses. 
each one having a central kitchen, 
dining room and reception parlor. The 


women’s individual rooms are neatly 
furnished with bureau and bed. Each 
room has a large window. 
is not a single bar at any window in 
the entire place. 


QO completely equipped are the 
s kitchens in these cottages that they 

might well represent the dream of 
many a law-abiding housewife. The 
women eat at round tables seating four 
to six. There are tablecloths and nap- 
kins, dishes of pleasing pattern and 
flowers in the center of the table, af- 
fording the most striking contrast to 
the ordinary prison dining hall. ‘The 
reception rooms are comfortably fur- 
nished with chintz-covered chairs and 
cushioned davenports, a fireplace and 
a phonograph. 


The note of mechanical perfection 
is carried out throughout the entire 
institution. In the sewing department

tal policy behind 
this remarkable prison is a very old one. 
lt is—find the woman. Dr. Harris and 
her assistants believe that beneath the 
cause—whatever it may have been— 
that has led the prison inmates into 
conflict with Federal statutes is the 
fundamental woman, the home-maker. 
And it is this they are seeking, often 
beneath hard, brazen exteriors and an 
apparent indifference that amounts al- 
most to contempt for what the Insti- 
tute is seeking to do. 


“A large number of these women 
are here today because of destroyed 
homes,"’ Dr. Harris says. ‘Our records 
show this. In some cases the home 
was broken up after marriage. . But 
there are other cases where the old 
home of the parents gave way before 
the modern craze for gadding and en- 
tertainment, so we frequently deal 
with girls who have never known what 
it is to cook and sew, plan and work, 
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Women at 
work in the 
cooking school, 


for a home of their own. 

“Very often the woman 
has been pulled away from 
her natural setting of the 
home into the lawless life 
of her husband or lover. 
These women have been 
Placed in the crowded 
prisons of the country 
and, in their idleness, have 
associated with still more 
vicious women. We pro- 
pose to keep them busy 
here. So we teach them 
those things for which 
they are most naturally fit- 
ted and which they can 
find useful to them in earn- 
ing a livelihood after they 
have been turned back 
into society. 

“These women have been 
deprived of their liberty. 
However fine this _ in- 
stitution may seem to them, it can 
never compare in their minds with the 
privilege of being free. Depriving 
them of ‘their liberty is punishment 
enough.”’ 

How well these women respond to 
this new type of educational reforma- 
tion is mutely testified to by the dis- 
play of embroidered table covers, sew- 
ing bags, window curtains and other 
handiwork in the projecting bay win- 
dows of the sewing room. These things 
are made by the women during their 
spare time after work hours, on Sat- 
urday afternoons and in the evenings. 

“One of the girls from Kentucky 
remained awake all night after her 
first day in class,’’ Miss Laura Leh- 
man, head of the sewing department, 
said. ‘“‘She had made a mistake which 
ruined a garment and she was afraid 
she would te painfully punished for 
what she had dane. The next day I 
explained to her how she could avoid 
the mistake in the future and she was 
cCumbfounded.” 

Each new inmate undergoes a most 
minute sociological and psychological 
study before she is assigned to a place 
in one of the departments of the In- 
stitute. She.is first entered in a re- 
ceiving ward of the classifying build- 
ing that looks outwardly like an aca- 
demic hall of a college ‘or university. 

The women who are brought to the 
Institute directly after trial and con- 
viction are retained in quarantine for 
two weeks under the care of a nurse. 
If they come from another institution 
where the quarantine has already been 
carried out, they are at once inter- 
viewed and examined by the Institute 
psychologist, who notes moods, mental 
capacity and general conduct. 


HEN the facts have been gath- 
\ ered, they are brought up at 

the semiweekly meeting of 
the Classification Committee. The 
doctor reads the medical _ report. 
The psychologist reports on men- 
tal conditions and _ abilities. The 
background of the woman's social life 
is read as well as her record as a 
prisoner elsewhere. Tendencies likely 
to appear in the future, as based on 
these reports, are discussed, 

Guided by this mass af evidence, the 
committee arrives at its recommenda- 
tions. If'the medical report indicates 
the prisoner is physically unfit for 
work, treatment is prescribed. If the 
woman is not strong she is assigned 
to the sewing department where she 
need do no work on her féet. If she 
is fully able to share in the industrial 
program of the Institute she is as- 
signed to the task which the commit- 
tee believes best suits her ability. 

The Institute is of, for, and by the 
women, Dr. Harris insists. Their 
dresses, aprons, work caps and coats, 
the curtains that hang in the ¢ottage 
reception parlors, the covers which 


decorate the furniture and the table 
cloths on which the meals are 

are all made by the women in the sey. 
ing classes. 

Women operate the prison laundry. 
Those who enter the Institute with the 
ebility to cook prepare the meals ip 
the cottage kitchens. Those who cap. 
not cook are taught how to do go at 
the cooking school. P 

Women assigned to farm duty milk 
the cows, tend the pigs and even work 
in the fields, cultivating the corn and 
wheat that is grown on the Institute 
acres. — 

Many women who bottled a liquid

Even in this model prison there are 
some resemblances to older methods 
There is a “disciplinary house” [ 
women who prove to be unmanageable 
or who will not fit into the envirom 
ment. But it is of very small dimen 
sions and it has not yet had an ote 
pant. In the “disciplinary house 
women will be denied the privileges of 
the well-behaved and their surrount 
ings will be very muct simpler than in 
the cottages. 

Summing up their conclusions asa 
result of their experience thus far, the 
staff of the Institute have this to say: 

“Most offenders are extreme indt- 
vidualists who have gone thelr 78 | 
thoughtless of the cost to the group 
as a whole. They are heedless and 
self-seeking. To counteract this, there 
must be some form of participation 1s 
the government of the institution. 

“Nothing but responsibility cae de- 
velop a sense of re ponsibility. The 
women will have their councils, sap 
vised and guided by their teachers 
matrons; boards of health, directed 7 
the doctor and nurses; fire companies: 
and organizations of various kinds for 
eommunity improvement as their 3 
demand. 

“They will learn the necessity of 
team play -and co-operative living is 
this small artificial community 
we trust, carry the lessons back @ 
the larger society when they reture. 

So, to their other duties, the inmate 
of this unique prison will add those 
governing it, at least in 80 far as pret 
tical affairs within the prison are eo 
cerned.

EANWHILE, an extraordinary 
| campaign of publicity had been 

‘started. Various dignitaries 
were invited to attend  perform- 
ances of the play and give their 
opinions of it These opinions, high- 
ly laudatory in most cases, were pub- 
lished in paid advertisements. A lit- 
tle later, cash prizes were offered for 
the best essays on the subject matter 
of the play. The first prize was won 
by a press agent who never saw the 
play and looked up the word “‘reincar- 
nation’ in an encyclopedia. 

Efforts were also made to get ed- 
ucational institutions interested by of- 
fering blocks of seats to students. 

None of these devices had any per- 
ceptible effect on the attendance 
Week in and week out the actors re- 
cited their lines to virtually empty 
benches. 

Fiually, in about the third month of 
the play's already singular run, Brock 
Pemberton stepped out as producer. 
His place was taken by The United 
Actors’ Association, which proved to 
be nothing more than a business pseu- 
donym for the person of Edgar B. 
Davis, a financier and oil operator 
from Texas. At about the same time 
something of the nature of Mr. Davis’ 
eonnection with ‘‘The Ladder’ began 
to be known 
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Backed by Edgar B. 
Davis, an Oil 
Magnate, Became the 
Biggest Flop in Show 


Business. 


It was at first said that Mr. Davis 
was so convinced of the truth of rein- 
carnation that he had put the play on 
as religious propaganda. This expla- 
nation was so fanciful that the wise 
Dboys in the Roaring Forties refused to 
credit it. And, in fact, that was only 
part of the story. The complete ex- 
planation—which had to be assembled 
from many second-hand sources, for 
both Mr. Davis, the producer, and Mr. 
Davis, the author, have been conspic- 
uously silent—revealed a mixture of 
motives. But any one of them would 
have been so novel to Broadway as to 
make both the play and the producer a 
simon pure nonesuch on that street of 
many lights. 

When Edgar B. Davis was a boy 
growing up in Brockton, Massachu- 
setts, he had a friend named J. Frank 
Davis, who was no relation despite the 
similar names. Frank Davis became a 
reporter on a Boston paper. In 1909, 
after Admiral Peary had discovered 
the North Pole, Davis was sent up into 
the Arctic to meet the explorer. While 
there he fell on the ice and seriously 
injured his spine Forced to discon- 
tinue active newspaper work, he went 
West for his health, finally settling in 
San Antonio, Texas, where he started 
writing short stories, with fair success. 


DGAR DAVIS went into business 
and became a successful ex- 
ecutive in a shoe company) He 
resigned his position to take a 
trip around the world. During this 
trip he stopped at Sumatra Be- 
coming interested in the rubber indus- 
try, he worked out a new system for 
marketing rubber products, which he 
sold for a million dollars 
With this capital he began prospect- 
ing in the Texas oil fields. The lands 
he bought were unpromising, in the 
view of men who were supposed to 
know about such things, and they ad- 
vised Mr. Davis against putting too 
much money intothem. He disregard- 
ed their advice, sunk his entire cap- 
ital into the operation, and on a day 
when it looked as if he would have 
nothing left but a iot of scrap-——struck 
oil. 


These were the Magnolia oil fields, 
near Luling, Texas, which he after- 
ward sold for $12,000,000. Mr. Davis 
is now going after deep oil. 

Having made this considerable for- 
tune, Mr. Davis was free to indulge 
a naturally kindly nature and genuine 
desire to be of some lasting benefit to 
humanity. He established a $1,000,- 
600 foundation for orphans and other 
needy persons in Brockton, and a sim- 
ilar foundation in Luling. 


ET he was not the ordinary phil- 
anthropist. According to those 
who have been close’ to him, he 
has always felt that he was an agent 
of destiny and that when the natural 
order of events seemed to lead him in 
@ certain direction he should follow 
unquestioningly Such a conviction, 
they say, explains why he is so per- 
sistent in any project he takes up, even 
when it promises to turn out badly 
Mr. Davis also seems to have specu-

But while Pemberton became _ the 
nominal producer, Broadway found 
out in the course of time that he had 
not considered the play worth the risk 
of his own money, though as a good 
showman he knew that any play might 
be made into a success if it could _be 
kept on the boards long enough and 
changed often enough. 

Keeping the play going was no trick 
at all Edyvar Davis’ money did that 
But when it came to the business of 
altering the text, changing the -stage 
business and generally clawing «the 
piece into the shape that would hit the 
public taste, Mr. |] iberton was not

His friends, 
the author, J. Frank Davis, and 
even some of the actors ad- 
vised against it, telling him that he 
should abandon an enterprise that had 
become the joke of the show business. 
Nevertheless, Mr. Davis had _ the 
author come on to New York from 
Texas, and, with the aid of Murdock 
Pemberton, the publicity agent of the 
show, and Edgar Stehli, one of the 
actors, ‘“‘The Ladder’ was rewritten 

‘Robert Edmond Jones, one of the 
greatest scenic designers in the world, 
was commissioned to do new sets.

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N this fourth installment Count von

ister. The said that, since they had 
been treated so well aboard the See- 
adler, they wanted no other command 
over our colony. The three Kanakas 
proved to be thoroughly good fellows 
and helped us in many ways. 

But after about three weeks of this 
Garden-of-Eden existence, the monoto- 
nv of it began to get on our nerves. 
We all grew impatient. Few sailors 
are keen about remaining cast away 
on a tropical isle for long, and espe- 
cially on an atoll as small as Mopelia. 
We felt the itch to get out to sea 
again. I was particularly anxious to 
set something stirring. Before long 
the tropical sun and lazy life would 
sap my men’s vitality, and all they 


would be good for would be to loll. 


around. 


E still had our lifeboats, and 
W the hurricane season was not 

on. So why not put to sea in 
one of them? We devised  rig- 
ging and sails for our best life- 
boat, mast, jib boom, main boom, 
gaff, stays and back stays. She was 
not in any too good condition, and 
despite our labor she continued to 
Jeak a bit and needed constant bailing. 
We loaded her with provisions for 
half a dozen men over a long voyage. 
She was 18 feet in length and only 
about 14 inches above water amidship. 
Into this small space we stored water, 
hardtack, machine guns, rifles, hand 
grenades and pistols. The only lux- 
uries we allowed ourselves were a few 
tins of pemmican, a side of bacon and 
an accordion. The music of the 
squealer was to be our solace during 
a cruise the length of which none 
could foretell. The great question 
was, could our tiny craft survive a 
storm? At any rate, she could sail, 
and that was something. We christ- 
ened her the Kronprinzessin Cecile 
without, however, painting her name 
on the stern. 

I picked the men who seemed to 
be in the most vigorous health at 
the time——Mate Leudemann, Lieu- 
tenant Kircheiss, Engineer Krauss, 
Boatswain Parmien and Yeoman Erd- 
mann. This left the Golony on the 
atoll] in the hands of Lieutenant Kling. 


Our overloaded cockleshell with a 
crew of six was the smallest auxiliary 
cruiser in the war. For cruiser we 
were, and we were setting out to cap- 
ture a ship, sail back to Mopelia, pick 
up our comrades there and continue 
our raid. 

On a bright summer morning—Au- 
gust 23, 1917, to be exact—we sailed 
out of the lagoon, through the coral 
entrance, into tlf® open sea. A brisk 
wind carried us westward with a swell- 
ing of our sails. The happy island re- 
ceded. The last German colony and 
the wreck of the Seeadler. slowly 


dropped out of sight over the rim of 
the horizon. 

Navigation was difficult in so small 
a boat. It was impossible to spread 
the charts out properly, and with the 
slightest carelessness the wind might 
take our priceless navigation papers 
overboard. We had to use the sex- 
tant and cther navigation instruments 
in a boat that often pftched so much 
we could scarcely stand. 


It was cool at night, but not un- 
pleasant so long as our clothes were 
dry. The weather was fair, but an 
occasional whale would come along- 
side and douse us with the spray of 
his spout. Then, in our damp cloth- 
ing, we felt the chill of the night. 
The days were broiling hot, but even 
while taking advantage of what little 
shade we had, we grew heavy and tor- 
pid. We had, above all things, to be 
careful of our water supply. We nev- 
er dared drink emough to quench our 
thirst completely, and were, in fact, 
continually thirsty. 

By way of amusements we had read- 
ings aloud from the one book we had 
brought along, Fritz Reuter’s comic 
story, ‘‘A Trip to Constantinople,” and 
at night the squealer wheezed and 
blared. 

After three days we sighted Aitu, 
the first island of the Cook group 
and a British possession. There was 
no ship in sight but we had to make 
port anyway to get fresh food, for we 
feared most of all scurvy and hert- 
beri. The British resident was very 
suspicious but we succeeded in con- 
vincing ,him of our story. We said 
we were Americans of Dutch birth, 
who had made a bet of $25,000 at the 
Holland Club in San Francisco that we 
could sail from Honolulu in an open 
boat via the Cook Islands fo Tahiti 
and back to Honolulu. However, since 
there seeined no immediate prospect 
of a ship putting into a port which 
we might capture, as we had planned, 
by overpowering the crew, we decided 
to push on to Aitutaki. 


HE weather turned miserable. It 
| rained every day, those drenching 
tropical downpours. The sea was 
heavily and continually washed into 
the boat. We were soaked to the skin 
and never got dry. At Aitutaki, after 
three days, there was again no ship 
in sight. The British resident there 
gave us an even colder reception. He 
suspected us at once of being Ger- 
mans, and so did the natives. We fi- 
nally confessed our nationality when 
there was nothing else to do, but 
rather than risk an uprising of the 
natives, who had become very menac- 
ing, he allowed us to depart. 
But there at Aitutaki I had made 
the great mistake of our cruise. We 
should have captured that island.

We were 
lost.” 


Three days later a schooner arrived. 
We could have taken it, rejoined our 
comrades and continued our raids. In- 
stead, the resident told the officers 
the story of our visit. The schooner 
sailed the next day and in a little 
while met a steamer to which it trans- 
ferred the news about us. The steam- 
er in turn radioed a warning to the 
whole South Seas. So we were now 
in for a warm welcome. 

We decided when we got well away 
from Rarotonga, another island at 
which we touched, that the Cook 
group was no place for us. At Aitu 
we had found no ship to capture. At 
Aitutaki no ship either, only a lot of 
trouble, including the misfortune of 
being recognized as Germans. And at 
Rarotonga we had nearly sailed into 
what we supposed to be an auxiliary 
cruiser in the dark. 


EF} HAD all along figured that 
V\ we might have to go to the 

Fiji Islands, where a constant 
Stream of sailing ships was always 
taking aboard copra for the munition 
factories in the United States. But 
we also were fully aware that sailing 
in a little open boat from the Cook 
Islands to the Fijis might easily be 
a perilous venture. The first half of 
the jaunt, or about 1000 miles, was 
over a vast open space of sea where 
there were no islands on which to find 
fresh food or on which to take refuge 
in case of need, and now the weather 
turned against us for a whole week. 

For 10 days we sailed through a 
drenching downpour, the rainy season, 
The sea was choppy. The wind 
whipped the spray and the crest of 
waves over us in driving sheets. In 
our cockleshell things were afloat and 
it was bitter cold o’ nights. When 
the sun occasionally shone, our 
drenched clothes would dry quickly 
and stiffen like boards of salt. They 
rubbed and scratched the skin off our 
bodies. When they got wet again, 
which they promptly did, the salt 
would soak into the raw flesh and 
inflame it. Our bodies felt as though 
they were on fire. 

As the voyage grew longer, we had 
to be more and more sparing with our 
drinking water. The supply began to 
run low. We could no longer collect 
rain water in our sails. They were 
coated with salt. Our supply of fruit 
that we had picked up in the Cook 
Islands ran out now, and about all we 
had left was hardtack, not in itself a 
thirst-quenching kind of food. When 
the rains stopped and the blazing 
tropical sun beat down on us all day 
and we still had days to sail on and 
on, then the torments of the damned. 
the torments of thirst, smote us with 
a fiery agony. Our gums dried out 
and were like rough iron. We sucked 
ouf fingers and gnawed at our 
knuckles to bring a flow of saliva and 
refresh our burning mouths. 

And then came the sailor's! worst 
enemy, scurvy. Our diet of hardtack, 
lack of exercise and general hardships 
brought it on. Our knees swelled up 
so badly that we had to cut our trous-

ers. The rocking of the boat knocked 
them together or against the wooden 
sides, and then the pain was almost 
unendurable. Our lips were black and 
broken. Our tongues- were swollen 
and hard. Our:‘gums became snow- 
white and seemed to recede. Our teeth 
felt as though they were sticking far 
out of our jaws. They hurt constant- 
ly and were loose and felt as if they 
were going to drop out. With these 
shaking teeth we ate our hardtack. 
In scurvy, the blood turns to water, 


first in the legs and then upward. . 


When it reaches the heart you dle. 
Where the blood is water the flesh is 
white, and you can see the line of the 
white creep slowly up. We wondered 
who would be the first—the first to 
have the line of white rise to the 
heart. My boys made marks to show 
the line clearly and mark its daily 
progress upward. It was a kind of 
sport. It was keeping a daily log, a 
log of death. Parmien was the young- 
est of us, but he seemed to be on his 
way to win the race. The line was 
higher on him than on the others. He 
joked about it. There was nothing 
terrible in it. We were all in a deep 
apathy. Our brains were like balls of 
cotton. Nothing mattered, certainly 
not death. 


ND SO we continued on with but 
Avr instinct left in us, the 

sailor’s instinct to navigate his 
craft. We were too far gone to reckon 
exactly where we were, and were only 
vague in our steering. All we knew 
was that we should steer to the west, 
where the island groups were. 

You have read in many a sea story 
about the delight, the almost insane 
ecstasy, of castaways when adrift in 
open boats who are dying of hunger, 
thirst and disease, when, at last, a 
rescuing ship approaches or they see 
land. No matter how the writers de- 
scribe it, even the greatest of writers, 
they can tell you only a tiny bit, only 
a grain of sand. So, I won’t try to 
say how we felt when we saw a speck 
cn the horizon and the speck grew 
bigger and turned into the familiar 
green of a tropical island. We headed 
straight toward a crude pier that stuck 
out into the water. 

A crowd of a hundred natives, per- 
haps less, were gathered at the land- 
ing place watching our approach. They 
were ferocious-looking black warriors, 
and we decided against going ashore 
in our weakened condition. They 
proved friendly enough but we re- 
fused their invitations to partake of 
their hospitality, telling them we must 
hurry on to fight the British, and 
asked for fresh water and bananas. 
They brought great gourds full of wa- 
ter and bunches of bananas. We drew 


up to the dock and they handed these: 


precious supplies down for us. 

We had our fill of bananas and wa- 
ter, and, with shouts resounding from 
the shore, set sail again. This lucky 
spot was Niue, an outlying isle of the 
Fiji group. The sun blazed down 
upon us, but a fair wind carried us 
along briskly. The first day after 
leaving Niue we felt better. The sec- 
ond day we were on the road to high 
good health. It is amazing the cura- 
tive effect of fresh fruit, especially 
bananas, when you are suffering from 
scurvy. 


UR cure was completed at the 
() isle of Katafanga. It is quite a 

large isle and inhabited by more 
natives. But we hit upon a stretch of 
shore that seemed permanently desert- 
ed. At any rate, we remained there for 
five days and saw not a soul. 

We were now getting near the 
larger islands of the Fiji group, where 
the sailing ships loaded with copra 
would be encountered. If we did 
not succeed in capturing a_= ship 
here, We never could hope to capture 
one. 

We came to the main body of the 
Fijis and sailed into a large gulf sur- 
rounded by distant islands. It was 
night, and we decided to wait till 
morning to see how many ships were 
passing and what island they were 
bound for. We reefed our sails and 
threw out our sea anchor. We lay 
down for a decent night's sieep. We 
would need all our energies for the 
morrow. 

A sudden shout. I awakened. It 
was just daybreak. Straight ahead 
was a wild white line of surf. It
